"Athens, 21 Apr (NZ) — The Greek governmerr 
repeatedly protested to various committees 1 
UN and before world opinion against the fac 
deported Greek children are forcibly retain- 
Communist satellite states. The Communist j 
eminent s lave constantly rejected the Greek 
for repatriation with the assertion that th 
iduals woul.d be jailed on their return- No 
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Qreek government is in the possession of authentic 
documents proving that some of their young people are 
given military training in the satellites. The obvious 
purpose is to prepare them for renewed attacks on 
Greece. According to official information the training 
is of a uniform nature. Choosing from the wealth of 
available material the newspaper Kathlmerlnl , published 
in Athen% gave the pictures of four young men dressed 
in the uniforms of Czech, Soviet and Hungarian cadet 
schools. The paper adds the following explanation: 

"Nlkolaos:- Sideropoulos, son of Michael Sideropoulos, 

17 years old, born in Laimon by Prespon. He is fin- 
ishing a special school in Czechoslovakia and wears 
a uniform as is apparent from the picture. His father 
died during the war between Greece and Italy. 

"Karapfiy^liS Karaphylloudis, son of Apostolos Kara- 
phylloudis, 18 years old, born in Lavara near Didi- 
motichou. He has been trained in the USSR and wears 
a uniform of the cadets in lower Soviet military 
schools . 

"Evangelos Sandras, son of Ioannou Sandras, 18 years old, 
born in Antartlkon near Fiorina, in Hungarian cadet 
uniform. At the same school in Budapest there are other 
Greek children between the ages of 14 and 18 years. 

"Angelos Patsioras, from Moshhos, 20 years old, born 
in Paliourl near Didimotlchou. He wears the uniform 
of an officer candidate in the Czech army. At the 
same school two other Greek boys of the same age are 
being trained, Georglos Abdelidis and Grigorlos Repenls . 

3, I found this newspaper clipping interesting, particularly the 

pictures and explanations of the uniforms worn by the boys. 

! I recognize three of the uniforms and can vouch for the accuracy 

c of the following: 

(a) Nlkolaos Sideropoulos is wearing the work uniform of a Czech 

metallurgical apprentice. r 

(b) I am not familiar with the uniform worn by Karaphyllls 
Karaphylloudis . 

(c) Evangelos Sandras' uniform is the dress uniform of a Czech 
metallurgical apprentice. 

(d) Angelos Patsioras is shown wearing the dress uniform of a 
Czech mining apprentice.
